FOR A UNIFORM. DIVORCE LAW 


Ohio Commission Makes Recommenda- 


tions to the Governor. 


Columbus, O., Doc. 10.—The* Ohio 


commission on uniform laws'lum filed 
ltn report with tho governor. 
The 


commission recommends an net to es- 
tablish a law uniform with the law of 
other states relative to migratory di- 
vorce. 
It provides that "no divorce 


elinll .be granted for any cause arising 
prior to tho residence of the complain- 
ant or defendant In this state.- which 
was not ground for divorce In the state 
where cause anx.e." Other provisions 
are that no person shall have n divorce 
on any ground- arising In this ntntc who 
has not resided In Ohio for one year, 
with bona Ode Intention or making 
Ohio a permanent home: no pne shall 
be entitled to a divorce unless tho de- 
fendant shall have-bad personal notice, 
and no divorce shall be granted except 
on actual hearing.
